Jieitenacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SECTIOX 1. The board of commissioners of Sibley
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moet—for what

county are hereby authorized and empowered to order
and cause an assessment to bo made by the qualified

>ri«A to lory assessors of the several townships of said county of
Sibley on or before the first day of February, A. ». one
•thousand eight hundred nnd sixty-four of nil the prop-
erty, real nnd personal, in said county,at which time it is
made the duty of the several assessors of said county of
Sibley to make return of the assessments of their re-
spective townships to the county auditors.

SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the board of com-
missioners of the county of Siblcy aforesaid, to meet
at the office of the county auditor on the first day of
February, A. D. one thousand eight hundred nnd sixty-
four aud compare and equalize the several assessment
rolls as returned by the several township assessors in
pursuance of section one of this act, and the cqualiza-,
tion of the assessments made by the county board in
pursuance thereof, shall be final for the year one thou-
sand eight hundred and sixty-three.

SEO. 3. As soon as the assessments shall have been
equalized as herein provided, it shall be the duty of
the county auditor immediately to make out the proper
duplicates and extend on the same the several amounts
of taxes provided for by law for the year one thousand
eight hundred and sixty-three, for State, county, town,
school and all other purposes, as certified toby the proper
officers, and deliver the same to the county treasurer,
whose duty it shall he to proceed immediately to collect
the taxes us charged on said duplicates, nnd it is fur-
ther made the duty of the county treasurer ancl'county
auditor to make returns and advertise for sale the lauds
and real property charged with the delinquent taxes
under the provisions of this act, at the same time
and in the same manner as provided for in the general
tax law and to do and perform all other things not herein
specified as provided for by the existing law of the
State.

SEC. 4. This act shall take effect aud bo in force
immediately.
